election to the General Synod. 
' Lord Glenavy, in moving the second 
Treading, pointed out that. the census 
showed the women members of the Church 
to be equal in numbers to the men. Apart 
from that, he believed that the attendance 


of women members was abont. seven 
cent. Women, he said, were being elected 
to the British House of Commons, and it 
seemed to be indefensible that they should 
be excluded from participation in the 
4 government of the Church. They all knew 
that a great deal of Church work was 
done by women. He had cansidered the 
matter carefully, and he failed to discover 
one singie logical argument that would 
exclude women from the Diocesan or 
General Synod. (Hear, hear.) There 
was nothing except only the die-hard 
prejudice that womén were inferior to 
men. A friend of his asked him why he 
was introducing this bill, and he replied: 
“ Why should not women be admitted to 
the See ?” and his friend said: “ The 
Synod is no place for women.”' (Laughter. ) 

Lord Glenavy went on to refer to the 
positions occupied by women in the learned 
Aer ge and in Conclusion asked the 
ynod to be generous in this matter and 
to pass the secund reading of the bill. 

Mr. John Garvey, D.L., said that this 
was one of the most important bills that 
ever came before the House. He thought. 
that- a great injustice had been done to 
women by tiie long delay that had taken 
En in recognising the work that they 

ad done in the Church. He sub- 
mitted that women had far more claims 
than men to be admitted to the councils 
of the Church. 


NOT WANTED BY WOMEN. 
Mr. Twinam (Portadown), in opposin 
the bill, said that it was uncalled for, an 
was not wanted by the women themselves. 
If it were passed, it would prevent the 
laymen from taking any interest in the 
Church ; it would, moreover, pave the way 
for a move to make women eligible for the 
Church’s ministry. (Applause. ) 
Colonel Graham said that women were 
not wanted in the Synods, and they had 
no desire to be admitted to them. ' 

Mr. R. Williams predicted: that, if the 
bill were passed, they would soon have 
women clergy.

Canon Hogg said that ten years ago the 
Archbishop of Dublin moved a bill to 
enfranchise the women of the Church, and 
it was then opposed, but since then a 
very great change had taken place. Lord 
Glenavy had convinced them all. (Cries 
‘of “No, no.”) “- é 
Continuing, Canon Hogg said that he 
bad assumed they were all wise men. 
(Laughter:) He asked. what would the 
attendance at Divine Service be but for 
the women. The men did not attend 
Service—(ories of “No, no’’}—and he 
would say that the women of the Church 


of Treland had kept ‘it alive. 


THE WOMEN’S ATTITUDE. 
The Archdeacon of Armagh said that 
the bill was a private member’s bill, and 
} he had not heard a single demand. for it. 
' For some years women had been entitled 
to register as vestrymen, but.-they had 
not availed of the privilege, and did not 
want it; yet they were not doing the. less 
work. It-.was plain that women did not 
‘want the privilege the bill asked for. If 
i there was a deniand for the bill, he would 
be slow to refuse it. : 
The Rev. Lr. Browne said that it had 
been stated that women did not desire 
this privilege, but he would remind the 
House that there wére several positions 
women. desired and never asked for. 
(Laughter.) Dr. Browne was pointing out 
the qualification required for a synods- 
man, when he was interrupted by a 
member, who rose and asked if they were 
to listen to a lecture on ladies. 

The Chairman (the Archbishop of 
Publin)—There has been nothing said yet 
that is out of order. 

Dr, Brown—It is a terrible thing. your 
Grace, that members of this Synod should 
continually try to monopolise the place 
of the Archbishop. (Laughter.) - ~ ' 
The Rev. Canon Hearn, LL.D., said that 
al] the criticisms which had been levelled 
against. the bill were also levelled against 
women being admitted into the Select 
Vestries. There had heen no rush of 
women into the Vestries, and it was ad- 
mitted that since they were appointed they 
had done really good work for the Church. | 
(Applause. ) 


REJECTION WOULD BE UNFAIR. 
Mr. Verschoyle said that the Church, 
standing for liberty and justice, it would 
be unfair if they refused to pass that bill. 
Lord Glenavy said that it would be a 
great: misfortune if the idea got abroad 
that there was any friction among them. 
There was no occasion for friction of ahy 
kind, because it was a question for 
common-sense and compromise.

THE LATERAN 
TREATY. - 


SIGNOR. MUSSOLINI'S 
SPEECH.

ROME, Tuesday. 
The Italian Chamber of Deputies to-day 
passed the bill ratifying the Lateran 
Treaty and the Concordat with the 
Vatican. . 
The profound impression made by 
Signor Mussolini’s speech upon his actual 
hearers to-day has been felt with no less 
force by the general public, now that they 
have had an opportunity of reading it at 
full length. There is a general consensus 
of opinion that,. regarded solely from a 
rhetorical point of view, the speech is not 
only one of the very finest ever delivered 
by the Duce, but will take rank among 
the best ever made by an Italian states- 
man.. So long a speech, packed as it is 
with so much documentation, and at the 


ment and observation, is not, however, 
one that can be quickly digested and 
criticised, and sctutlinaty such comments 
as appear in to-night’s Roman Press are 
admittedly more or-less hasty and general 
reflections on a few of the most salient 
features. : 

The most outstanding feature of the 
speech, on which all commentary is 
agreed, is that Signor Mussolini spoke 
throughout fundamentally as a repre- 
| sentative of the State. This characteristic 
has, of course, given considerably greater 
satisfaction to the purely Fascist and lay 
mind than to those ple more mindful 
of the interests of the Catholic religion. 
Indeed, if one may judge from to-night’s 
Osservatore Romano, the speech must 
have given offence in the Vatican. 
Whereas, in the Press in general the 
speech is reproduced textually, and occu- 
pies three half pages or more, the 
Osservatore Romano prints a bare quarter 
of a column, inclusive of the following 
comment: “ To a speech of an essentially 
Fascist and often polemical character, we 
will add here no comments, as they 
certainly could not agree with many of 
its points.” 
| It is not difhcult .to guess what one, 
_at least, of these points was, It was only 
to be expected that. protest would be raised 
| by the passage wherein the Prime Minister 
suggested that if the Roman Catholic re- 
ligion had remained in its native Pales- 
tine and had not come to Rome, it would 
in all probability have- suffered the fate 
of the Essenes and-Therapeutists, and dis- 
appeared without leaving any traces. This 
theory is energetically combated by the 
Corriere d’Jtalidy which objects to a thesis 
go completely at variance. with Roman 
Catholic dottrine.

MR. DE VALERA DECLINES 
TO APOLOGISE TO CHAIR, 


From Our Po.itica. CogRRESPONDENT. 
Mr. de Valera, leader of the Opposition, 
will not be present at to-day’s meeting 
of Dail Eireann. 1 was informed at his 
party headquarters yesterday that he does 
not intend to make any apology for the 
conduct which led to his suspension last 
Friday. 

Although the penalty for a first offence 
against the Chair is a week’s suspension, 
the offending member, according to Stand- 
ing Orders, may resume his seat earlier 
if he offers a written expression of regret 
to the Speaker, for approval by the 
House. As Mr. de Valera will not take 
this course, he cannot resume his seat 
until Friday next. 

There is a fairly full agenda for to- 
day’s sitting, including the report stage 
of the Budget resolutions, the Industrial 
and Commercial Property (Protection) 
(Amendment) Bill, from the Senate, and 
resumed consideration of the annual 
estimates for the public services. 

It was promised by President Cosgrave 
that time would be given to-day or to- 
morrow for the discussion of Fianna 
Fail’s motion for the imposition of a 
tariff on imported flour, but owing to Mr. 
de Valera’s absence this discussion may 
be postponed. 

There probably will be a debate on the 
Deputy Speaker’s motion “that the report | 
of the Joint Committee on Standing 
Orders’ (Private Business) discharging 
Deputy Lemass from the Joint Committee 
on the Bank of Ireland Bill, 1929, and 
substituting Deputy O’Hanlon in his 
stead, do lie upon the table.”’ 

Mr. Lemass, it may be remembered, 
decline:’ to act- because the Standing 
Orders Committee had previously rejected

BELOW TH EK QUOTA, 


PROSPECTS NO BETTER 
IN AMERICA.

That the means of livelihood for young 
men and women are as good in Ireland as 
they are in the United States of America 
appears to be the chief reason for the 
recent decline in the emigrant passenger 
traffic. 

In spite of the fact that only a limited 
number of Irish-born people are allowed 
to enter the United States every year, the 
‘“‘ waiting list’’ in the Free State has not 
been a lengthy one for the past year; and 
at — the number is far below the 
quota. 

It has been suggested that the limita- 
tion rules are now being more stringently 
enforced, but this was denied by Mr. 
Cornelius Ferris, the United States 
Consul-General in the Irish Free State, 
who was interviewed by an I/rish Times 
representative yesterday. He admitted 
that large numbers of applicants were re- 
jected every month for the very good 
reason that, if they were allowed into the 
United States, it was quite probable that 
they would become a public charge, as 
they had not sufficient qualifications to 
satisfy the examining officers that they 
could reasonably be expected to earn a 
livelihood g 


REJECTIONS. 


The regulations were not more stringent 
now than when the quota was fixed, but it 
was quite clear, Mr. Ferris pointed out, 
that in many cases the type of person in- 
tending to emigrate during the last year 
was not of the highest standard. 

After making application íor a visa the 
intending emigrant had to be medically 
examined, and had also to pass a test as 
to mental abilities. For tke average 
person there should be no difficulty m 
passing any of these examinations, and he 
or she could land in the United States 
within six weeks of making the applica- 
tion 


100 YEARS’ WAIT. 


In Northern Ireland and Great Britain 
those making application at present can- 
not hope to enter the United States sooner 
than 1933. The delay is much longer in 
some continental countries, and in Turkey 
the applicants are so numerous that the 
quota is filled for the next hundred years, 
Instead of 28,857 the Free State quota, 
from July next, will be 17,857; but at the 
present rate of emigration Mr. Ferris 
thinks that even the latter figure will not 
be reached for the next year at all events. 


GOMMON MISTAKES. 


It was not necessary, Mr. Ferris added, 
for an emigrant to have a certain sum of 
money before being allowed into the 
United States, nor was it necessary to 
have a position to take up on landing. 
Whatever the reason might be, nearly all 
the emigrants stated that they had £5, and 
that they had got a position awaiting 
them. .They had evidently taken advice 
before calling at the. Consulate. 

In addition to the Consulate in Dublin 
there were offices in Queenstown; and no 
matter in what part of the world a person 
born in the Irish Free State might be 
living, it was necessary to communicate 
with Dublin or Queenstown before enter- 
ing the United States. .

IN THREE MONTHS. 


The number of passengers carried by 

Bio ‘buses in the three months from 
January to March this year in the Dublin 
area shows an increase of over 3,200,000 
on the corresponding period last year, 
and is officially returned at 7,851,780. — 
The total number of passengers carried 
in the whole of the Free State during 
that period was 10,425,724 against 
5,803,759. The mileage run had increased 
from 3,041,094 to 5,448,807, and the gross 
receipts from £108,415 to £165,825. 
The average passenger receipt per 
vehicle mile has fallen from 8.63d. to 
7.92d. for the whole of the Free State. 
In the Dublin area the figure has declined 
from 8.44d. to 7.53d. 


MOTOR 
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“FLYING SCOTSMAN ™ 
IN COLLISION. 


DRIVER OF MOTOR LORRY 
KILLED. 


While the Flying Scotsman was near- 
ing the end of its journey from Kings 
Cross ‘Station, London, to Edinburgh last 
night it collided with a motor lorry at a 
level crossing at Belton, between Dunbar 
and East Linton (Haddingtonshire). 
Robert Russell, the lorry driver, was 
killed, and the train had a remarkable 
escape. The motor wagon, it is stated, 
appeared on a private level crossing, and 
it was impossible for the train to pull up. 
The motor wagon was smashed to 
matchwood, and the petrol tank caught 
fire. Russell’s body was considerably 
charred, but it is believed he was killed 
by the force of the collision. Only the 
engine of the train was damaged. 

It was unable to proceed further, and 
a pilot engine from Dunbar was brought 
to the spot and pushed the train to East 
Linton, a distance of four miles, where, 
after a delay of several hours, the pas- 
sengers transferred to another express 
from the south, and were taken to Edin- 
burgh. 

The railway track was not damaged, 
and within about three hours traffic was 
resumed on both lines. Russell was a 
young, newly-married man, and belonged 
to Leith. 

The lorry, which was cut in two, was 
carried on the buffers of the engine for a 
distance of fifty yards, but the Flying 
Scotsman kept to the rails, although part 
of the permanent way was torn up as a 
result of the collision. 

Some of the passengers in the train 
complained of slight shock.

Mr. Patrick McKenna, ex-T.D., of Kul- 
garvan House, County Westmeath, who died 
after a very short illness on Friday last, 
was one of the best-known figures in the 
og life of the Midlands. The news of 
is death came as a great shock to all who 
knew him personally. Mr. McKenna was 
Chairman of the Pig-Buyers’ Association for 
many years, and he _ devoted himself 
to its service without fee or reward, 
A constant supporter of. the old Irish 
Nationalist Parliamentary Party, he contested 
Longford in the historic election of 1917, but 
was defeated by the narrow majority of 37 
votes. Subsequently, however, he represented 
the Longford-Westmeath constituency in the 
Dail. 

Mr. McKenna rendered many valuable 
public services. Of a particularly kindly 
disposition, he was always ready to assist 
persons who were placed in difficulty or dis- 
tress. His generosity in this respect, how- 
ever, was so great a strain on his resources 
that he was unable to make ade- 
quate provision for his immediate 
dependents. Some of his admirers, in 
the circumstances, have formed a committee 
to establish a ‘memorial fund for his family’s 
benefit. It is felt that many of Mr. 
McKenna’s friends will be glad to contribute 
to the fund. 

The funeral, which took place to Castle- 
town-Geoghegan on Sunday last, was one o

The general sur- 
roundings of the hospital were dirty and 
The equipment of the hospital was 
quite inadequate to deal with an emergency,

Mrs. James MacNeill was present at the 
annual general meeting and “at home” of 
the Irish Nurses’ Association,” which was 
held in the Standard Hotel, Harcourt street, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

In welcoming her on behalf of the 
Association, Sir John W. Moore said that 
there was no doubt that the founding of that 
Association had been a complete success. 
Nursés, he went on, were a subject that had 
always been very near to his heart. The 
nursing was a gentle, though ae: right 
hand of the medical profession, and fully 
appreciated the services rendered by Dublin 
nurses, both in hospitals and private practice. 

Mrs. MacNeill, in ag ee thanks, ex- 

her admiration \of the magnificent 
work done by the medical profession in 
general, and said that she felt that the 
nursing side of it did not get adequate 
recognition, A good nurse, she observed, 
required a high degree of education, skill, 
qualities of character that made her an 
excellent citizen, good judgment, courtesy, 
and tact; and, since that was so, it was a 
great pity that her position in this country 
was not. made better than it was. She need 
not add that nurses, as well as doctors and 
surgeons, were necessary to win the great 
battle against diseases. (Applause.) 

In moving the adoption of the annual 
report, Dr. D. Reddin said that, while 1t 
showed that great work had been done 
by that Association in the past year, 
there was a great need for a 
stronger and more united organisation. 
There were other organisations, but they 
were not working together, and so long as 
the position remained unchanged nothing 
could be done to better the social standard 
of the nurses. Higher salaries should he 
paid to nurses in every branch of the profes- 
sion, and he hoped that by next year there 
would be a decided move in that direction. 
At present salaries as low as £40 or £50 a 
year were paid in the Irish Free State, 
which, he declared, was a scandal. 

Dr. Horne seconded the motion, which was
